Denies Education 
Meeting Stacked 
Against Aid 


WASHINGTON HP — Nail M cE l­ 
roy, ch airm an of the White House 
Conference on Education, today re 
jected charges that the conference 
has been stacked with opponents 
of federal aid to schools 
M cElroy, 
president 
of 
P ro c te r 
and 
G am ble Co., of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, said that the diverse methods 
by which state education o rg a n iza­ 
tions chose delegates to the con­ 
ference “ precludes any possibility 
of stack ing ” in favor of any point 
of view. 


M cElroy w as asked about 
the 
stacking charge, recently raised by 
Rep. 
Augustine B 
Kelley (D -P a), 
at a news conference. The four-day 
education conference opens tonight 
with a filmed greeting from Pre si­ 
dent Eisenhow er. 
L abor delegates planned to seek 
changes 
in 
the conference 
rules 
which at present do not provide 
for any general floor debate or 
voting. 
Their opening gun will be an a t ­ 
tem pt to change the procedure of 
the four-day conference to perm it 
floor debate on 
the 
federal aid 
question. Rules for the conference, 
which opens tonight, now provide 
for no overall debates or voting. 
The conference — the first of its 
kind — was called by President 
Eisenhow er to cope with problems 
facing the nation’s schools.

GETTYSBURG, Pa (LB)— Repub*

Hall raid after a co nferen ce 
with President E isenhow er today 
that he felt "very much enco urag­ 
ed" about prospects that the P res­ 
ident will run for re-election. 
‘ So far as I ani concerned, th e re 
is no other candidate," Hall told 
reporters after a 
45-minute ta lk 
with the President in his tem po­ 
rary \\ bite House office here. 
Hall made it plain that the P re s­ 
ident himself did not say or indi­ 
cate 
what 
his 
decision 
will 
be 
about a second term. 
‘M can only speak my opinion,’* 
Hall said. 
“ I can say I am very 
much encouraged.” 
First Since Attack 
The long private talk w ith Hull 
was Mr. E isenhow er’s first adm it­ 
tedly political conference since his 
Sept. 24 heart attack 
It was also the first tim e the* 
COP national chairm an had seen 
Mr Eisenhow er since Sept. IO. 
Hall said his optimism about Mr. 
E isenhow er seeking re election wa* 
based not only tin the apparent 
good 
state 
of 
tho 
P resid ent's 
health, but also "from his a ttitu d e 
and his interests in what is going 
on— interest that goes beyond to­ 
day or tom orrow." 
' I am happy to say that all r e ­ 
ports about his condition have been 
confirmed.' Hall told newsmen. 
"H e looks a million per cent* 
I ve never seen him look b etter.-’ 
Predicts Nixon Too 
Hall predicted the President will 
run in 1956 "if he feels ab le” and 
that he will d efeat the D em ocratic 
candidate by a bigger margin th an 
I in 1952, when Adlai E. Stevenson 
j carried only nine states. 
Hall said he also expects Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon to be 
Mr 
Eisenhow er s 
running 
m ate 
again in 1956. 
lie emphasized th a t 
this w-as only his personal opinion. 
Hall, who always has been o p ­ 
timistic about 
prospects for th e 
President s full recovery and his 
candidacy for a second term , was 
asked specifically if he felt b etter 
about these prospects after today’s 
1 talk than he did before
